You'll  discover  that  the  closet  space  in  the 
residence  hall  is  limited.  Therefore,  in  order 
to  save  space,  you  should  wait  until  after  Thanks- 
giving to  bring  your  heavy  winter  clothes.  Many 
students  bring  under-the-bed  storage  chests  to  keep 
shoes  or  extra  clothes.

Breakage  Fees
